Beit enacted by the Legislatureofthe State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. The register of deeds of Brown county
in this State, is hereby authorized and directed to re-
ceive and record, in the records of said county,
deeds, mortgages or other conveyances, of any lands »™tr
lying and being in the counties of Redwood and Cot-
tonwood, in this State. Said register of deeds shall
enter in the reception book, in his office, the date of
the reception of such deed, mortgage or other convey-
ance, and shall enter the names of the grantor and
grantee in the proper index, with the description of
land and place of record, in the satuo manner as is
now provided by law for the record of deeds, mortga-
ges or other conveyances of lands.
^SEC. 2. The record of any deed, mortgage, or
other conveyance of lands, lying in the counties of Vtl ^^
.Redwood and Cottonwood, in the office of the register
of deeds of Brown county, as hereinbefore provided,
shall be as valid, and shall liavc the same effect in law
and inequity, to all intents and purposes, as if the same
had boon recorded in the office oi' register of deeds of
the county in which such huvds BhalLlio.

SBC. 8. The register of deeds of Brown county
shall rcuoivo the same fees for recording any instru-
ment under this act as is now allowed by law tor re-
cording similar instruments.

SKO. 4. This act is hereby declared to be a public
act, and shall take effect and bo in force from and after
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its passage, and shall continue in force until February
1, 1865.

Seitenacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section twenty-two of an act en-
titled "an act to regulate elections in this State and
to reduce the'several acts relating to the same to one
act," approved March 12th, 1861, be and the same is
hereby amended so as to read as follows:

Section 22. The abstract of the canvass of votes for
probate judges, sheriffs, coroners, county auditors, coun-
tytreasurcrs,rcgistersof deeds, county surveyors, clerks

for county offiMn of the district court, count}'attomeys, court commission-
"**" era, county commissioners and all such other officers as

now are, or hereafter may be established in any of the
counties or districts of this State, and of the votes upon
anyproposcd change of county linos or county seat, shall
be made on one sheet, and being certified and signed
in the same manner as in case of abstracts of votes for
